The great Sacramento valley begins at 
Redding, in Shasta county, and ends at 
Carquinez Straits and Suisan Bay, at the 
southern boundary of Solano county. Half 
way between these two points, on the west 
side of, and fifteen miles from, the Sacra­ 
mento river, lies the city of Willows. The 
name “ Willows” is from Willow creek, 
which runs to the north and east of the 
city. Owing to numerous springs inter­ 
spersed here and there along its course 
across the valley, surrounded by large and 
luxuriant willows, it was a famous land­ 
mark and general headquarters for stock­ 
men long before agriculture was thought 
of in that jwrtion of Colusa county. “ The 
W illows’ was well established as a name 
prior to the advent of the railroad; and 
the town when laid out naturally adopted 
the name, omitting the article “ The.” W il­ 
lows was first surveyed late in the fall of 
1877 by the railroad company, and again, 
with additions, in 1879, since which time 
it has been added to on every side. 
ITS GROWTH FROM T1IE START WAS VIG­ 
OROUS AND HEALTHV, 
And when the Northern Railway (or 
California and Oregon, as it is generally 
called) was completed to this j>oint, a town 
of some pretensions was already estab­ 
lished. The locations of Willows is such 
as to insure a city of many thousand in­ 
habitants. 
Inland towns must depend for their 
future and prosperity on the volume of 
trade which they naturally command; and 
this trade is circumscribed in all instances 
by natural boundaries, as, for example, the 
proximity of larger towns, want of suffi­ 
cient transportation, want of competition 
in railroads or navigation, the quantity of 
fertile lands, health, altitude, etc, etc. 
In each and every one of these things, 
Willows courts the closest investigation, 
but more particularly to its being 
THE NATURAL TRADE CENTER 
Of a tributary territory forty by forty- 
miles in extent. That is, the agricultural 
area which it commands comprises 1,000 
square miles of land, being more than 
five 
hundred 
square miles greater 
than the .State of Rhode 
Island. 
A large portion of this territory lies along 
the Sacramento river, and its produce is 
transported by water. It is safe to say 
that of the grain produced within the ter­ 
ritory tributary to Willows, at least one- 
third is stored along the banks of the river 
and shipped by water. 
Yet, notwith­ 
standing this, it is claimed that Willows 
has shipped as the output of one season 
Go,000 tons of grain. This, calling ten 
tons a car-load, would load a train of fifty 
ears per day for one hundred and thii-ty 
consecutive days. Or if 500 tons were 
moved daily, it would require 
MORE THAN FOUR MONTHS TO MOVE THE 
CROP. 
This is one industry. 
But there are 
others, and they are almost as varied as 
the resources of our State. Wool, wine, 
live stock, fruit of all kinds, lumber, stone 
marble, granite, salt, sulphur, quicksilver, 
coal, cop[>er and iron are among the in­ 
dustries now receiving attention. Colusa 
county took first premiums at the State 
la ir on peaches, and the display of fruit 
throughout was especially fine. It is only 
in the last three or four years that any at­ 
tention has l>een paid to this industry. 
Lying west of Willows are some 
EXCEEDINGLY FERTILE VALLEYS AND 
FOOTHILLS 
\\ hich equal, if they do not surpass in 
productiveness and quality the famous 
Pleasant 
and Yaca Valiev countries. 
The Purkitt, Garnett and Kline ranches 
have more than a local reputation, and 
the only advantage these places have over 
many others in this vicinity is that of be­ 
ing better known because of prior settle­ 
ment. The West Side and Mendocino 
Railroad, now built twenty miles west into 
the first foothills, will tap the mast exten­ 
sive redwood and sugar-pine country in 
the 
world, all 
of which must be 
distributed from Willows as a center and 
at which point will surely be erected the 
factories and planing mills—the necessary 
adjuncts of a lumber business. This road 
also passes through 
ONE OF THE GREATEST WOOL PRODUCING 
SECTIONS OF THE COAST, 
And with its completion, which is but 
a matter of a short time, this city 
will be the wool mart of the State. 
Of course this means woolen mills, com­ 
pressors, and other kindred industries. 
The Chicago and Northwestern and the 
Willows and Thermalito are among the 
railroads whose preliminary surveys pass 
through here, and although not yet under 
active construction, they are assured facts 
and at an early date. 
In the proposed new county of Glenn, as 
shown by tbe accompanying map, there 
are already 
established 
under 
the 
“ W right” law, three irrigation districts, 
and two more have been surveyed and lo­ 
cated. 
THE WATER SUPPLY IS ABUNDANT, 
And all the advantages of irrigation will 
accrue to Willows and vicinity, since every 
foot of land, for miles around the city in 
every direction, can and soon will be irri­ 
gated. 
The mean winter temperature of W il­ 
lows is 60° Fahr., while the summer tem­ 
perature is but 68°. The lowest registra­ 
tion of the thermometer in a record of fif­ 
teen years, occurred in January of last 
year (1888), and marked 18° above zero. 
Orange, lemon, Japanese persimmons, 
black and blue eucalyptus, and other ten­ 
der tropical trews, passed the ordeal with­ 
out injury; and it most be borne in minu 
that last winter was the coldest known in 
the history of the Sacramento valley. The 
next lowest thermometer occurred in 1883, 
and registered 24° above zero. 
This was 
also known as an exceptionally cold winter. 
Aside from these two seasons the ther­ 
mometer has rarely been lower than 23°. 
Nearly every house-yard in 
WILLOWS NOW HAS ORANGE TREES 
Growing in various stages of development! 
some in full bearing, some just beginning 
to bear, aand thus on down to the. tree of 


last spring's planting. According to the 
climatic map prepared by Brigadier-Gen­ 
eral II. C. W right, Chief of Engineers of 
the l_ nited States, the mean winter and 
summer temperature of Willows is the 
same as that of San Diego, Los Angeles 
and Santa Barbara, now so famous for their 
citrus and tropical fruits. “ Northern ” 
.California is bnt a distinctive term, having 
no climatic significance whatever. It means 
north of the center of the State, the same 
as range north or range south of a given 
base line. All the inland valleys of 
California of equal altitude owe their 
climate to, and are governed by, the 
same isothermal lines and climatic laws. 
The warm Japan current, which for thou­ 
sands of miles hows under the Equator, 
strikes our Western coast, pours in through 
the Golden Gate into San Francisco and

Most of 
these names are regarded as cei”fain. Probably 
not more than two are held in it >y d ubt. Cal­ 
ifornia claims the right to repi esentation in 
the Cabinet, and as the Agriculi urai Depart 
ment appears to be the only one, it is likely that 
they wul push Estee lor that. The) would be 
glad to see either Estee or Swift in th e Cabinet, 
preferring Swift, perhaps, htst for tba t depart­ 
ment Estee would piobably be.electeA Asyet, 
however, nothing definite is known ttb to Cali­ 
fornia’s chances tor recognition. 
SENATOR STANFORD H S B T IL 
“ 1 have great faith in the ultimate success of 
the right,” said Senator Stanford this afternoon, 
“and tor that reason I stilt hope that General 
Harrison will remember ihe Pacific coast when 
he makes up his Cabinet. We ought to be rep­ 
resented, and I believe wc will be dealt with 
justly. Ours is a great country—so great that 
but few of the people in the East realize the im- 
mtnsity of the area of country west of the 
Rocky Mountains. General Harrison knows 
what we are and what we deserve, and he is go­ 
ing to treat us fairly and kind y. As to whom 
may be the lucky man who will be chosen to 
represent us.

He also stated that GeneraL 
Harrison was the recipient of pointed letters 
from members of the Grand Army to the effect 
that the mantle of General Logan had fallen 
upon Alger, and that his exclusion from the 
Cabinet was an egregious error. 


M O R K O tt’S M IsS IO N . 
He Reaches Indianapolis In Had Hum or. 
But Leaves In Happy Mood. 
Indianapolis, February 20th.—The visit of 
Congressman Wm. W. Morrow of California, 
who had a long comerence with General Har­ 
rison to-day, has given a new impetus to Cabi­ 
net speculation and prognostication. The Cal­ 
ifornia Congressman said he came to protest at 
California and the Pacific slope being left, with­ 
out representation In the Cabinet, as was cur­ 
rently reported. He wou.d not admit that the 
President-elect had sent for him. In iact, he 
intimated that he had not been sent for, but 
came as the representative of the California and 
Oregon delegation in Congress, and had notified 
General Harrison by teU graph ot hisex¡>ectod 
arrival. It was apparent trom his conversation, 
prior to his meeting the General, that he was 
inclined to feel indignant at the suggestion 
that the slope had been lett out in the Cabinet 
slate, as at present arranged. 
There is no doubt but he brought with him a 
pocketful of letters, presents aud petitions from 
the Pacific slope Congressmen and Senators. 
He spent the morning with General IlarrisoD, 
aud was his guest at luncheon. After lunch 
the General took him out for a walk, calling at 
the Capitol aud viewing tbe city generally. 
Later in the afternoon, when Morrow re.urned 
to his hotel, after passing some five hours in the 
company of the President-elect, he was in an 
excet dingly pleasant frame of mind, in marked 
contrast with the disposition he manifested on 
first landing; but he had been hermetically 
sealed by some one, and to all inquiries and 
importunities he would make no statements 
touching upon the Cabinet. 
To an Associated Press correspondent he said 
he was not at liberty to taU of Cabinet 
matters, and if he were, he hardly knew what 
he should say. He could not, therefore, author­ 
ize any statement as to the prospects of the 
Pacific Coast securing a place in the Cabinet. 
It was significant, however, that tbe Congress­ 
man would not admit that his trip was a failure 
or that no encouragement had been given him 
on behalf of the Slope. He did not think that 
Californians would regard a Cabinet officer from 
Colorado as representing their section, aud lelt 
a very decided impression that General Harri­ 
son had given him some encouragement. 
As corroborative of this conclusion. Morrow, 
just prior to his departure from Washington 
this evening, told a gentli man who is interested 
in California's prospects that ” the slope wid be 
all right. More than this I cannot say now.” 
This admission, under the circumstances, is 
held to mean a good deal by the few who are 
coguizant ol it, ana Pacific coast Cabinet stock 
has suddenly jumped to par, tbe only question 
being as to ’.he man who will tie selected. 
While Morrow was outs, oken In declaring him­ 
self cut of the question, in his indorsement ot 
leading names mentioned he is known to lean 
strongly to Estee.

m o rr o w ’s v is it dp.e a k s t h e sl a t e. 
Indianapolis, February 20th.—There is a gen­ 
eral remodeliue of Cabinet slates since Mor­ 
row's visit, and the Interior Department is being 
awarded to the Slope, with Estee as the proba­ 
ble winner. As a consequeuc”, Mr. Noble’s 
name is not regarded with that certainty that 
surrounded it last evening. No one has vet been 
ab'e to satisfy himself as to Governor Rusk’s 
selection, and in View of his geographical prox­ 
imity to Windom and ’lhomas, it is oon-idered 
exceedingly probable that the War Office may­ 
be tendered to some Ea-tcra man, and General 
James H. Wilson of Delaware, is mentioned in 
this connection. As to the situation in New York 
nothing reliable is known, and doubts are being 
cast upon Warner Miller’s acceptance of the De­ 
partment of Agriculture.

Bishop Newman’s R em arkable Address 
to the Virginians. 
Roanoke (Va ). February 20th.—Bishop New­ 
man's address on *• Religious - ducation in the 
•South’’ has created a sensation. He said that 
the pnre.-t blood in America was to be found in 
the South, and he did not know but that the 
Soutnerners ought to thank God that thev had 
been horn south of the Potomac. “ The North 
would l ave to engage in a death grapple with 
the dangerous arid antagonistic foreign element 
now crowding into her cities, aud last domi­ 
nating legislatures aud municipalities. When 
the struggle comes, it may tie that the South 
will again have to march torth, loy al this time to 
the dear o d fisg of the Bepublic, and preserva 
our dearest national institutions from foreign 
encroachment.” 
He said he could speak by authority and 
assure the South that rtffrrison would know no 
North or South, East or West, in conducting the 
affairs of the Government, and his appoint­ 
ments to office in the South would be from the 
very best people. Bishop Newman repealed 
what be recently told the Governor of South 
Carolina, that Harrison would solve the rasa- 
problem by drawing the line, placing intelli­ 
gence on one side and ignorance on the other, 
without regard to race or color, and while intel­ 
ligence ruled, he would bring the influence at 
religions education to bear on the ignorant, ed­ 
ucating and elevating them.

February 20th.—A dispatch to the 
Associated Press from Hugh Dinsmore, the 
American Consul General at Seoul, the Capital 
of Corea, says that a terrible lamine prevails in 
the southern portion of Corea. The people are 
reduced to the last extremity, and many are 
starving. The need of assistance Ls urgent, and 
relief mnds should be cabled. Any funds 
transmitted to Dinsmore will be promptly de­ 
voted to the relief of the sufferers.

C h ic a g o , February 20th.—A cable car contain- 
taining a score of passengers was struck senate 
in the center by a locomotive at the Chicago 
and Alton Sixteenth-street crossing and hurled 
at least a hundred feet.

In his message to the Legislature last 
us the visitors are mainly those who coti­ 


la -nth, Governor Waterman w.sely and t“ D?l*te be,teri°g their condition by immi­ 
gration, we may expect in foreign lands 
forcibly called the attention of both houses 
to the supreme necessity for improvement 
of our election laws. The legislative ses­ 
sion draws near its close, end not one of 
th ' pi ¿positions for reform are yet out of 
committee. Necessarily, therefore, the time 
for deliberative consideration in the houses 
on the subject will be now greatly narrowed, 
and the measures may therefore be said to 
be ia peril. 
The Legislature cannot afford to adjourn 
with jut acting upou the election bills now 
be Sore it. If the members go bade to their 
constituents with no sufficient excuse for 
non-action, their political fortunes will be 
unmade. The subject is altogether too im­ 
portant for cavalier treatment, yet that is 
precisely what is being accorded the bilis 
referred to by a very considerable number 
of the members. If it is continued to the 
eiol it will be deplorable for the State, and 
fatal to the political aspirations of the ob­ 
structionists. 
We are told by some objectors that our 
laws are ample already ; but all men know 
that they are eubject to gross abuses, and 
the unscrupulous have devised ways to cir- 
cu nvent and defeat them, until now it is 
impossible to preserve the secrecy of the 
ballot under them, or to prevent the vicious 
from warping them to their own uses. The 
bill recommended by the N oung Men's Dem­ 
ocratic League of San Francisco is as nearly 
p ■ feet as can be now devised. The chief 
ol-j ction raised to it now is that it is “ Aus­ 
tralian,’- as if that had anything to do with 
the aietit of the measure. Bui while such 
an objection speaks of a narrow intelli­ 
gence, ‘and of most unworthy prejudice, 
of which a legislator should he ashamed, 
it must be understood that the bill re­ 
ferred to is not the Australian measure. 
The prime feature in it is the result of 
the study and geuius of an American, and 


b e tte r still, of a Californian ; a Democrat, 
by !: o way, who wants a fiee ballot and a 
fa.; count, as do all decent men. That 
fe.v ure is the “tag system," by which the 
ballot number is printed on a tag or cor­ 
ner torn off before deposit of the ballot, 
and after ascertainment that the voter’s 
n&rue is properly entered upon the poll list.

Can anyone object to that, since it insures 
uniformity, eliminates coat to candidates, 
and renders illegal ballots impossible? 
1 hat all the ballots shall be water­ 
marked, so as to be beyond probability of 
counterfeiting. No one can reasonably ob­ 
ject to this, 
Thnt the names of al! the candidates, be- 
in c duly certified, shall he printed upon 
one ballot in party groups. This renders it 
itu possible for a ticket to be foisted upon a 
T u- that he dees not want, and to that no 
one except the heeler, striker and cor­ 
ruptionist can possibly object. 
That the voter shall receive his ticket 
from the Election Board—thus insuring 
genuineness—and retiring to a voting shelf 
shall mark X opposite to the names he de- 
Bires to vote. Returning to the box, he 
presents his folded ballot with the number 
on the outer corner. The inspector, ascer­ 
taining that this number is identical with 
the number recorded on the poll list when 
the voter received his ballot, the number 
on the perforated corner is torn off from the 
ballot, put into a box, and the elector then 
Casts his ballot. This secures the voter, 
absolutely, from interference and impor­ 
tunity; jasares from him a perfectly free 
6Jpres.-i n of his choice, frees him from 
any possibility of domination or cow, and 
m sk es the secrecy of his ballot invulnera­ 
ble 
Who can object to such ends? Who 
wiil make bold to say that they should not 
be attained ? 
It ia objected that the system devised in 
the Hill for enrolling caudidates—since it 
gives every man who has the written in­ 
dorsement of a cei tain number of electors 
tl; -• right to ruu for office and have his 
na.ua upon the official ballot—will lessen 
pat tv strength. Ou the contrary, it will 
intensify party potency, for all its tenden­ 
cies will be to induce political organiza­ 
tions ¡o put up the very best tickets; and 
this being done, full party strength will be 
east, and bolters and independent candi­ 
dates will become unknown. 
The political bdbses object to the bill, but 
thi* should be one chief and sufficient rea­ 
son for supporting it. If they approved 
the measure it would be cause for grave sus­ 
picion that it is in some respect defective. 
T: e fact is, that the passage of the bill and 
the enforcement of the law will mean dis­ 
aster to the bosses, confusion to the strik­ 
ers and ntter loss of occupation to the 
ticket peddlers. It will mean that the poor 
man will have equal rights with any other 
to aspire to office; that the rejected man 
against whom the .political manipulators 
cl os ■ the doors 
of conventions, shall, 
equally with all others, enjoy the right to 
be vot d for. It will tucai that men the 
pecp’e demand shall be nominated, wilt 
no longer be ignored by [>arty managers, 
or “knocked out" of conventions by ward 
poliiics and boss trickery. It will mean 
that stuffing of the ballot box shall cease, 
and no longer be possible; that there shall 
be a full, free and secret ballot and a 
fair and open and honest count. 
Let the members of the legislature 
understand that in the estimation of the 
people of California this subject rises su­ 
premely important to any other before it 
and that failure, by delay or otherwise, to 
consider it fully, freely, calmly, and to act 
upon it wisely and without partisan bias, 
will politically damn the party that holds 
the majority to pass, but defeats it.

SAM JONES MEETINGS. 


A n o th er P a rd o n . 
Governor W aterm an on yesterday granted a 
pardon to W illiam Doyle, convicted in San Frau 
cisco in May, 16S8, of burglary in th e first de­ 
gree, and sentenced to three years in the House 
o f Correction. 
Following are the reasons given 
by the G overnor: 
From the inform ation in my possession it ap ­ 
pears th a t Doyle is a youth, sixteen years of age, 
whose conviction was bad entirely upon e r- 
cum slantial evidence. A few days "prior to his 
arrest his father had punished him for some 
trivial offense, and the boy, being hi<h spirited 
and im petuous and sm arting from th e effects of 
w h at he considered unjust treatm ent, ran away 
from hom e and took lodging w ith a friend in a 
ch eap lodging bouse, w hich afterw ards proved 
to be a house of 111-repuc.

alw ays favorably com m ented upon. T hrough­ 
out to at season he played w ith the boom land 
club, and greatly assisted them iu securing the 
cham pionship of Southern California. His abil­ 
ities m ade his nam e fam ous in baseball circles, 
aud he was eagerly sought for by all the bise- 
ball m anagers ou the Pacific coast. 
M anager F inn of the Pioneers was the first to 
open negotiations w ith him , and after consid­ 
erable persuasion, h e was induced to sign a 
Pioneer contract, w hich he never fulfilled and 
was therefore blacklisted. YVith the California 
League black list hanging over him , he was en­ 
gaged by the Los Vegas Club of New Mexico 
and opened the season of 1887 w ith th at team .

He was put in to pitch in seven­ 
teen straight gam es, w inning sixteen and losing 
nna. a record oi which any pitehcx nan wi ll 
feel proud. In 1888, after three seasons of h aid 
pitching against professional ball piayers, he 
returned to th e city of his b irth and has become 
one of 8'acram ento’s great pitchers.

flattering offer cam e to him from Terre H aute, 
but he concluded to rem ain in the place of his 
nativity, w here his good work will surcW tie ap­ 
preciated.

Passing through the grand glacial 
gorges known as Mill Creek and Lake can­ 
yons, over and along the M ount W arren 
divide (12,000 feet high), through the green 
meadows of Tioga, shadowed bv majestic 
Mount Dana (13,227 feet), down through the 
lovely meadows of the Tuolum ne, where 
springs of the finest natural soda water iu 
the world abound ; passing in full view of 
Mount Lyeli, with its living glacier (13,000 
feet high), the grotesque M inarets and in ­ 
comparable Cathedral Peak, flanked on 
either side by towering domes of polished 
granito, through forests of magnificent 
timber, to tbe north wall of tbe great Y'o- 
semite chasm—the grandest of all m oun­ 
tain trips in tbe world.

The loftiest peaks of the high Sierra, com ­ 
pared with which those that inclose Y’osem- 
ite are but pigmies, are in sightall the way. 
Game of all description abounds, and the 
many lakes and creeks teem with trout. 
The Tioga road is completed (fifty-six 
miles in length, at a cos: of $80,000), via 
Medlicott 
Dome, 
Lake 
Yenaya, 
Soda 
Springs and M ount Dana to the foot of 
Mount YVarren. From this term inas to the 
road in Lake Canyon (or to Lundy) is 
about c g h i miles. This gap bridged by a 
zood wagon road, an increase of travel to 
Yosemite will at once be noticed. It would 
attract the attention of tourists from ail 
parts of the country, to say nothing of the 
accommodation it wonld 'afford the people 
of this group of counties, who are in absolute 
need oi a road across the Sierra Nevada. 
It 
would place us within reach of San Francisco 
w ithout compelling us to travel 200 miles 
from a true course, and doubtless a large 
proportion o f the west-bound travel would 
take the new route. 
It is earnestly hoped by us all that the 
measure will pass, that we may no longer 
be isolated. It would be a great benefit 
to the people of Mono, A lpine and Inyo 
counties, and add many thousand dollars 
value to the taxable property of the State 
—in fact, it would necessarily create tax­ 
able property where none now exists.

T h e S o u th e rn P a c ific ’s A n n u a l F in a n c ia l 
S ta te m e n t. 
The San Francisco Call of yesterday says: 
The past year was certainly a golden pe­ 
riod in the history of tbe Southern Pacific 
Company. 
The returns from all sources 
are now in, aDd the preparation of the an­ 
nual report has been commenced. The 
gros3 earnings exceeded all expectations, 
and the net returns are larger than was an­ 
ticipated. 
The expenditures, 
however, 
were immense, but the road-bed aud equip­ 
ments are now in better working order 
than they have ever been before. Im m ense 
quantities of rolling-stock have been pur­ 
chased, and m any miles of steel rail laid. 
Tbe gross earnings of the entire system 
were $48,850,208; the expenditures, includ­ 
ing interest on bonds, etc , reached the im ­ 
mense total of $44,901,381—just $5,618,050 
more than the total gross earnings of 1887. 
This leaves a surplus of $3 948,826, trom 
w bioh earn Lau to be d ed u cted th e g u arail- 
teed rental of the Central Pacific—$1,360,- 
0U0—leaving a balance of $2,588,826—about 
2i per cent, on an outstanding stock of $100,­ 
000.000 at tbe end of the year. 
Tbe balance of profit in 1887 was only 
$1,366,700, tbe gross earnings being $39,283,­ 
631, and the expenditures $36,716 630. 
The Central Pacific Company’s gross 
earnings tor 1888 reached the some of $15,­ 
844.862, aud the expenditures were, $14.­ 
882,032, leaving a balance profit of $962 829. 
The expenditures include all the sinking 
fund requirem ents under the Thurm an 
Act, interest on bonds, etc 
These figures 
show that the earning capacity of this line 
is not so great as it m ight be. 
The rental guaranteed by the Southern 
Pacific is $1,360,000, so that there is a de­ 
ficit of $397,170, which has to be paid out ot 
the earnings of the operating company. 
Last year the Southern Pacific had only to 
make up a deficiency of $113,206. 
These 
figures illustrate the fact that the operations 
under the lease are greatly to the advantage 
of the Central Pacific.

Everybody is talking prize fight, and the re­ 
sult wan ¡hat when Maieus D. Bomck and ex­ 
Prison Director Filcher had a few hot words in 
the Capltoi yesterday, the report went around 
that a regular ‘‘rough and tumble'' fight had 
taken place between the two gentlemen. A 
E ecoud Union reporter was told that Filcher 
had a black-eye, and still another said that 
Boruek bad "wiped the earth” with him. Ev­ 
erybody had something to say about the ailair, 
and in less than fifteen minutes it became a 
regular "chestnut" around the building. The 
facts ot the affair are as follows: 
Yesterday afternoon about half past 2 o’clock, 
Mr. Boruek left the Governor’s office to go to 
the Assembly Chamber, but he had not gone 
far iu the corridor when Filcher accosted him 
with. "Hold on Mr. Boruek. I want to speak to 
you ” The Secretary didn’t stop, explaining 
that he had business iu the Assembly and 
didn’t have time to talk. 
Filcher again said. 
"But I’ve got business to talk to you about. 1 
want to see you on prison matters and about 
that Delhi» matter.” Mr. Boiuck continued to 
walk on, but Filcher caught him by the arm, 
attemp lug to hold him. This iairly riled the 
Private Secretary, and he burst forth, “ 
you. 
let go," at the same time striking his fist against 
his oi>en hand in Filcher’s face. It had a good 
effect, and theex-Fnson Director released his 
hold promptly. Mr. Boruek then passed on 
and wha’ looked for a minute line a fight 
ended without any blows being struck. 


Another Pardon. 
Governor Waterman on yesterday granted a 
pardon to William Doyle, convicted in San Frail 
cisco in May, 1S8S, of burglary in the first de­ 
gree, und sentenced to three years in the House 
of Correction. Following are the reasons given 
by the Governor: 
From tbe information in my possession it ap­ 
pears tbat Doyle is a youth, sixteen > ears or age, 
whoso conviction was had eniirely upon c r- 
cuin.-laniia! evidence. A few days prior to his 
arrest his father had punished him for some 
trivial oil -use, and the boy, being huh spirited 
and impetuous and smarting from the efleets of 
what he considered unjust treatment, ran away 
from home and took lodging with a friend in a 
cheap lodging bouse, which afterwards proved 
to be a house of ill-repue. On the night ot the 
arrest, the nouse being overcrowded, several 
men were placed in the same apartment with 
the boys, and the police being informed that a 
robbery had been committed, and of the where­ 
abouts of tbe thieves, raided the place, and find­ 
ing the stolen goods in the possession ot 
these men. arrested all the occupants, Doyle 
among the number. His father at the time of 
the trial, owing to a lack of means, was unable 
to procure counsel, otherwise the petitioner 
states the boy could have been cleared. 
From the statements made in the i>etit'on I 
am lead to believe that the boy is really inno­ 
cent ol the crime charged against him,"and as 
his pardon is warmly recommended by the 
jury. Judge, and District Attorney before and 
by whom the boy was convicted, and by many 
prominent citizens of San Francisco, I have 
concluded to give him the liberty he so earn­ 
estly craves, trusting that the short imprison­ 
ment he has undergone will do much to keep 
f-‘»'i hereafter from evil associations aud show 
K 
the right path to follow through life.

The P reacher Usee F ree M asonry to II- 
ln atiate D egrees In R eligion» I ffe. 
Yesterday forenoon there was the nsual'y 
large assemblage at tbe PdVilion to hear Bam 
Jones. The meeting was opened by Kev. M. 
Miller in prayer. Mr. Jones then commenced 
by saying: “Three of the shortest verses in the 
Book will be the subject of this morning’s ser­ 
mon—‘Pray without ceasing. Eighteous ever­ 
more. In every tbiDg give thanks, for this is the 
will of God in Christ.’ " [TUes. i., 1G—18.1 
I suppose there are degrees in Christianity ju-t 
like there are drgrees in Free Masonry. In 
what we call our blue lodge, we have onr En­ 
tered Apprentice, tellow-craft aud Master Ma­ 
son. Sometimes a man will take the Entered 
Apprentice degree in Masonry aud don’t go any 
fariher; otners are passed to Fellow-erait aud 
stop; and others are raised to the solemn degree 
of Master Mason, a knowledge of i s benefits 
and 
privileges 
and I suppose in all our 
churches we may have what we call the 
ENTERED APPRENTICE CHRISTIAN, 
Who merely joins the chu ch and never goes 
any furlher. Oh. m e! to think any one has 
such a groveling idea of religion as to merely 
make a p-oiession of being a Christian and 
joining the church ; bul 1 think such persons 
will get to Heaven all right, lor God has made 
special provision for non comjios mentis p -opie. 
Suppose the central idea of Christianity was 
merely keeping the preacher paid (and some of 
you haven't got that high), you might say he 
is paid and 1 have settled everythiug for all 
worlds: tut the central idea is holiness of heart 
and obedience in life. Holiness makes me akin 
to God and obedience makes me his chi d 
The 
entered apprentice Christian is a nice little :ci- 
low, but he hasn’t had experience. Some of us 
have 
PASSED TO THE FELLOW-CRAKT DECREE, 
And have joined the church and pay the 
preacher uDd go to prayer meetings, aud occa­ 
sionally have family prayer. That is what you 
might call an average Christian. They make no 
pretense to piety, because they are afraid ot be­ 
ing Pharisees. I wish every minister here had 
a Fhari-ce to put in charge of his liuaucial de­ 
partment. Afraid of being a Pharisee, and not 
afraid of being an elephant. 1 remember seeing 
two colored women singing and dancing. One 
shouted, "If you want to get to Heaven, join the 
Methodist Church." The other, “If you want 
to get to Heaven, join the Baptist Church," and 
they were giving the thing tne pigeon wing ac­ 
cording to the very latest cuts, i don't know 
tut they might have ended in a £ ght. 1 didn’t 
stay to see it seitled. 
We have got what we call our prejudices. A 
woman on a train once told me she was a 
woman of high prejudices, and I told her that 
"HIGH PREJUDICES AND LOW RELIGION GO TO­ 
GETHER." 
.She was very indignant, and told her husband 
I had iusultea her, and upon telling him wnat 
I had said, he said : •• Well, wife, he hit your 
case exactly, didn’t he?” 
1 always nad a couteinpt for a fellow that was 
clever in everything but religion; clever at 
every tiling else, but strike him on religion und 
he was as mean as a hornet. The great trouble 
iu the world to-day is that some church-s offer 
better terms than others. How long would the 
president of an insurance compauv stand it lor 
his agents to be cutting rates in that line? 
The speaker said if any Congregationalist, 
Presbyterian, Episcopalian preacher, or Catho­

One of Our N ative ¡Sacramentan» 1» Signed 
by M anager Gillis. 
Al. Hapeman, the brilliant young pitcher, has 
signed a Sacramento contract, and next season 
will materially aid the Sacramentos in climb­ 
ing the championship ladder. He was born in 
our beautiful city on the 19th of October, 1867, 
and is now 21 years ol age. He is of medium 
build, measuring 5 feet 6 inches in hight, and 
weighs about 150 pounds. He commenced play­ 
ing ball when quite young, and displayed such 
remarkable speed as a pitcher that" he was 
eagerly sought after by all the amateur clubs 
then organized and flourishing in this city. In 
the year 1885 he signed witli the Snowflakes, an 
amateur club of this city, where his abilities at­ 
tracted the attention of the managers of the Los 
Angeles club, and upon receiving a flattering 
offer from that city he departed for the realms 
of boomland. where his brilliant work was 
always lavorably commented upon. Through­ 
out tnat season he played with the boomland 
club, and greatly assisted them iu securing the 
championship of Southern California. His abil­ 
ities made his name famous in baseball circles, 
and he was eagerly sought for hy all the base­ 
ball mauagers ou the Pacific coast. 
Manager Finn of the Pioneers was the first to 
open negotiations with him, and after consid­ 
erable persuasion, he was induced to sign a 
Pioneer contract, which he never fulfilled and 
was therefore blacklisted 
With the California 
League black list hanging over him, he was en­ 
gaged by the Los Vegas Club oi New Mexico 
and opened the season of 1887 with that team. 
Here in the land of the savage aDd eowtoy and 
excellent ball players, lie gained the greetest 
laurels that has been added to his fame. He 
pitched throughout the season for this club, 
and won the pennant for them after many a 
hard contested game 
During the season the 
change pitcher oi the team became disabled, 
and the club depended upon Hapeman to do all 
thepi'ching 
He was put in to pitch in seven­ 
teen straight games, winning sixteen and losing 
one, a record of which any pitcher can well 
feel proud. In 1888, after three seasous of hatd 
pitching against professional ball players, he 
returned to the city of his birth and has become 
one of Facramento’s great pitchers. 
A very 
ilnttering ofter came to him from Terre Haute, 
but he concluded to remain in the place of his 
nativity, where his good work will surcl* b« ap­ 
preciated. 
Hapeman is a gentlemanly and un­ 
assuming young mam aud desnwes all the 
honor conferred upon him. In ball-playing, as 
in other pursuits, he is as honest as the day is 
long, and will be a credit to the team with 
which he h is signed. Besides being a great 
pitcher he is an excellent fielder, the inferior ot 
none in the California League. Sacramento 
should feel proud to present to the base-ball 
public one of her native sous.

Through aud A m ong California*» Grand­ 
est W orks and scen es in Nature. 
The following letter has been received by 
Assemblyman Culeman, and is 
self-ex­ 
planatory : 


Lu n d y (CaL). F ebruary 9, 1888. 
Hon Cyrus Ooleinein—D e a r S ir : 
I have 
received a copy of your bill to appropriate 
$40,000 for constructing a wagon road from 
Mono Lake to Yoseruite and the Big Trees. 
It is a meritorious measure and should 
pass. The “ penny-wise ’ instinct should 
not rule in this instance. Tbe road will 
make accessible a section of mountain re­ 
gion that has hitherto been a terra incognla 
to all but the hsrdiest of prospectors and 
mountaineers. 
If it were opened for travel 
a score of tourists would visit Yosemite 
where one goes now, for the reason that 
when a few have gone by the new route 
they will proclaim ils unrivaled beauties 
to the world, and induce a large fol­ 
lowing, 
for 
it 
is, 
truly, 
an 
avenue 
of natural wonders. Mono 1,-ike, “ the 
Dead Sea of America ” will prove an at­ 
traction to tourists hardly second to Yo­ 
semite. Passing through'the graud glacial 
gorges known as Mill Creek and Lake can­ 
yons, over and along the Mount YVarren 
divide (12,GOO feet high), through the green 
meadows of Tioga, shadowed bv majestic 
Mount Dana (13,227 feet), down through the 
lovely meadows of the Tuolumue, where 
springs of the finest natural soda water iu 
the world abound ; passing in full view of 
Mount Lyell, with its living glacier (13,000 
feet high), the grotesque Minarets and in­ 
comparable Cathedral Peak, flanked on 
either side by towering domes of polished 
granite, through forests of maenilicent 
timber, to the north wall of the great Yo­ 
semite chasm—the grandest of all moun­ 
tain trips in the world. There are chang­ 
ing scenes of awful grandeur all along 
the route, which excite continual won­ 
der aud admiration. 
It is a bewilder­ 
ing panorama of God's handiwork, which 
is not duplicated elsewhere in the universe. 
The loftiest peak9 of the high Sierra, com­ 
pared with which those that inclose Yosem­ 
ite are hut pigmies, are in sightall the way. 
Game of all description abounds, and the 
many lakes and creeks teem with trout. 
The Tioga road is completed (fifty-six 
nriles in length, at a cost of $80,000), via 
Medlicott 
Dome, 
Lake 
Yenaya, 
Soda 
Springs and Mount Dana to the foot of 
Mount Warren. From this terminus to the 
road in Lake Canyon (or to Lundy) is 
about C’ght miles. This gap bridged by a 
cood wagon road, an increase of travel' to 
Yosemite will at once be noticed. It would 
attract the attention of tourists from all 
parts of the country, to say nothing of the 
accommodation it would afford the people 
of this group of counties, who are in absolute 
need ol a road across the Sierra Nevada. 
It 
would place us within reach ofSau Francisco 
without compelling us to travel 200 miles 
from a true course, and doubtless a large 
proportion o f the west-bound travel would 
take the new route. 
It is earnestly hoped by us all that the 
measure will pass, that we may no longer 
be isolated. It would be a great benefit 
to the people of Mono, Alpine and Inyo 
counties, and add many thousand dollars 
value to the taxable property of the State 
—in fact, it would necessarily create tax­ 
able property where none now exists.

inclose a table of distances and elevations. 
Hoping you will not relax your eflort9 
until the Governor has signed the hill, I 
am yours truly.

R A ILR O A D 
E A R N IN G S. 


T h e S ou th ern P acific’s A n n u a l F in a n cia l 
S ta tem en t. 
The San Francisco Call of yesterday says: 
Tbe past year was certainly a golden pe­ 
riod in the history of the Southern Pacific 
Compauv. 
The returns from ail sources 
are now in, and the preparation of the an­ 
nual report has been commenced. The 
gros3 earnings exceeded all expectations, 
and the net returns are larger than was an­ 
ticipated. 
The expenditures, 
however, 
were immense, but the road-bed and equip­ 
ments are now in better working order 
than they have ever been before. Immense 
quantities of rolling-stock have been pur­ 
chased, and many miles of steel rail laid. 
The gross earnings of the entire system 
were $48,850.208 ; the expenditures, includ­ 
ing interest on bonds, etc , reached the im­ 
mense total of $44,901,381—just $5,618,050 
more than the total gross earnings of 1887. 
This leaves a surplus of $3 948,826, from 
which cum hoc to he deducted the guaran­ 
teed rental of the Central Pacific—$1,360,- 
000—leaving a balance of $2,588,826—about 
24 per cent, on an outstanding stock of $100,- 
0O0.000 at the encl of the year. 
The balance of profit in 1887 was only 
$1,366,700, the gross earning9 being $39,283,­ 
631, and the expenditures $36,716 630, 
The Central Pacific Company's gross 
earnings tor 1888 reached the some of $15,­ 
844 862, and the expenditures were, $14.­ 
882,032, leaving a balance profit of $962 829. 
The expenditures include all the sinking 
fund requirements under the Thurman 
Act, interest on bonds, etc 
These figures 
show that the earning capacity of this line 
is not so great as it might be. 
The rental guaranteed by the Southern 
Pacific is $1,360,000, so that there is a de­ 
ficit of $397,170, which has to be paid out oi 
the earnings of the operating company. 
Last year the Southern Pacific had only to 
make up a deficiency of $113.266. 
These 
figures illustrate the fact that the operations 
under the lease are greatly to the advantage 
of the Central Pacific.

th e necessity for independent nom ination would 
be decreased. 
As to the second evil—the bribery o f voters— 
it was show n th a t bribery was encouraged by 
the fact th a t it was perfectly east- to know how 
any person voted in spite of the 100-foot law. A 
voter could hold bis ballot in plain view until 
he deposited it in th e ballot-box. The proposed 
system would result in absolute secrecy of the 
ballot, and prevent the bribee from proving that 
h e h ad -d e liv ered the goods." 
If secrecy of 
th e ballot had any virtue, the proposed law 
m ust be an im provem ent. 
The com m ittee adjourned w ithout taking ac­ 
tion.
